The president -has decided to make 


his selections for the general officers 
of the new regiments almost exclusive- 
ly from the regular establishment. The 
•company officers, such as captains and 


• ^lieutenants, will be appointed from vol- 


•unteers who served, during the war 
' with* Spain. There will' be about 380 
'such appointments, and the president's 
plan contemplates the apportionment 
• of them among the various states. Ac- 
cording to this, Illinois should be en- 
•titled to about twenty, in an almost 
•«qual proportion of captains and lieu- 
tenants. 


The enlistments for the new regi- 


'ments wil-1 be commenced next week; 
It is the Intention to organise three 
regiments in the Philippines and nine 
here,, but fear is expressed at the war 
'department that'Gen. Otis wili fall to 
.get enough men to form the skeleton 
•of three regiments, >in which case, it 
'will be necessary to.-form ten, here'and 
leave but two for him to organize. •

ABLY WITH THE REST. 


Secretary .Sparling, of the League of 


• Municipalities, 
Receives 
Reports 


From Thirty Places—Bower City 
Spends $25,000 on .Schools in 1898 
Some Interesting Data. 


Keports to Secretary Sparling of the 


League of 
Wisconsin Municipalities 


from some- thirty cities show that 'J anes- 
ville compares favorably with the rest. 


Secretary Sparling sent out blanks to 


clerks of cities asking 'for data. Some 
thirty cities have already replied and 
from these reports have been collected 
the . following information: There is 
great need of a uniform system of. mu- 
nicipal bookkeeping and of official, com- 
pulsory reports to the state. New York 
state has such a system and at the Fond 
du Lac convention an attempt is being 
made to "resolve" in favor of such a 
system in 'Wisconsin. 


The replies obtained by the Wisconsin 


league must be taken with great caution 
for comparative purposes. One city 
gives its population 
"official," per- 


haps in 1895; another "estimated" to- 
day. One city gives its indebtedness 
without references to the sinking 
fund 


offset; another may report a "net," with 
reduction made. The "total municipal 
revenue" of n city, may include the 
school income, or may not. 
One munic- 


ipality conducts its schools; another 
jtutns the schools and their finanjee 
over to a school board. And so on down 
the list. 


Questions as to public ownership of 


utilities show that nearly all cities have 
agitated the subject and those city 
clerks who venture an individual opinion 
favor municipal ownership. 


It appears that apart from water- 


works, not many "activities" are owned 
by cities. Hudson owns its *electric 
lighting plant; Elroy has just voted to 
put in one; and Milwaukee owns a gar- 
bage disposal plant. The price of gas 
runs fairly uniform. 


New Richmond makes a full report— 


the little city of 2,000 people that the 
cycloae wiped out of existence. It re- 
ported a municipal revenue of- SS,815 
for 1898; and a tax valuation for munici- 
pal purposes of $475,000. 
Its 
electric 


light plant had a. 30-year franchise, Dr. 
Epley being president. 
The city had 


2£ miles of water mains. 
There were 


600 volumes in the public library.' 


The extent of water mains is interest- 


ing: 
Green Bay reports 37 miles, Macli-'. 


eon 30, Janesville 20, Ashland 24 . thus 
following a population basis quite ac- 
-curately. Portage reports five miles, 
and Hudson with considerable less pop- 
ulation, 12 miles. 


For purpose of comparison eighteen 


cities were taken in the preparation of 
this article. The population ranges all 
the way from Milwaukee's 250,000 to 
1,800 for Viroqua and Evansville—the 
latter the biggest community in the 
state on a no-license basis. • The school 
census shows 93,638 Milwaukee children 
in schools. For some reason Neenah 
reports a bigger school census than 
Baraboo—2,212 to 1,515—though the 
population of both is given at 6,000. 
Menomonie, where Senator Stout has 
done so much good work, has a dispro 
portionate number of ' school children, 
2,404, of a 7,000 population. The item 
"total municipal revenue," shows that 
Madison (18.000 population) is spend- 
ing lots of money.

As .the song stopped Trejcgo stepped 


ap under the grating and whispered, 
"I am here." 


Bisesa was good to look -upon. 
That night was the beginning of 


many strange things and of a double 


• life so wild that Trejago today some- 


times wonders if it were not all a 
dream. Bisesa or her old handmaiden 
who had thrown the object letter bad 
.,detached the heavy grating from the 
brickwork of the wall, so that the 
window slid inside, leaving only a 


square of raw masonry into which an 
active man might climb.

In the 
daytime 
Trejago 
drove 


through .his routine of office -work or 
put on his calling clothes and called on 
the ladies of the station, wondering how 
long they would know him if they 
knew of poor little Bisesa.

•DECISION' OF 
IMPORTANCE. 


I'liuiklnton Bank Creditors Can Alakc 


Assignee Anawor. 


Madison, Wis., July 6.—The credit- 


ors of the defunct Planklnton bank o£ 
Milwaukee scored a ' decided victory 
ove:- the assignee and Judge. Johnson 
of the Milwaukee circuit court in a de- 
cision rendered by the state supreme 
court Wednesday. 
The decision will, 


moreover, rank among the most im- 
portant legal precedents in- the history 
of Wisconsin, for it brings into promi'- 
nen-ce a "dead-letter" clause of the 
state constitution and. gives the su- 
preme court superintending authority 
over inferior courts. 


The Supreme court. It Is declared, 


has power to step in at any stage ot! 
the progress of a legal proceeding and 
correct errors and direct the acts of 
the inferior courts. This ruling, say 
lawyers, will have a -bearing of the- ut- 
most importance on the progress of lit- 
igation in the future. 


The decision holds that the creditors 


of the Planklnton bank have a right 
to examine William Planklnton, the 
assignee, under oath as to -his ma.n-: 
agement of the assets. This was the 
chief demand of the. attorney for the 
creditors. The circuit court is directed 
to modify or withdraw all orders made 
which interfere with the rights of the 
creditors to examine M.T. Plankinton 
or which treat the report made by him 
as final. 


.After deciding these points bearing 


directly on the caso, tile Supreme court 
holds that, under the superintending 
power given it by the constitution-.it 
•may toy mandamus compel.an inferior- 
court to perform a duay imposed on 
.supch Inferior court by statute, even 
in cases where the act is within the 
discretion of the lower court, when 'it 
appears the discretion has not been ex- 
ercised, or' where there is no remedy 
not remedy the wrong and the case is 
by appeal; or whei-e. tlie appeal would 
of such importance that an emergency 
'warrants the intervention.

herbs we should have an explanation 
of the astonishing rapidity with which 
they took to tobacco. It may be noted 
that Cartior 
found 
the 
Indians of 


Hochelaga, on the St. Lawrence, smok- 
ing an herb which we recognize from 
his description as lobelia, as well as 
tobacco. 
His sailors did not care for 


the latter, but the former met with 
their approval from the first; for it 
was "as good 'as drink" to them. The 
medicine men smoked lobelia before 
prophesying, and under its effect they 
raved.

Cultivation 
of 
the Roman Camixigna, 


Last spring disorders took place at 


Castel Gandolfo, a village on the Al- 
•ban hills, provoked by peasants agi- 
tating for bread or 'for land on which 
to cultivate grain. Prince Barberini, 
proprietor of much land in the neigh- 
borhood, portioned out a part of it, 
which had for the last 100 years been 
let tor pasture, between 144 peasants. 
The terms offered to the peasants were 
simple.1 They were given a three years' 
lease of the land on condition that 
they should cultivate it with maize or 
wheat, and that one-third of the crops 
should belong to Prince Barberies and 
the other two-thirds to the peasants. 
•The first harvest of maizo 
has now 


been-reaped, and the results are most 
encouraging. The value of the crop is 
calculated at 6,300 lire, and a third, 
equal to about • 80 pounds, goes into 
the pockets of Prince Barberini. The 
wheat has just been sown, and it ia 
expected that it will 
produce 12,600 


lire, of which 4,200 lire, or 160 pounds, 
will belong to Prince Barberini, who 
will thus have 240 pounds a year out of 
land which has yielded him less than 
40 pounds a year. In addition, he has 
issured a good livelihood to' 144 starv- 
ing families.—London Post "
